I would like to talk with theau 
One of them replied, "We have no khakhlilis. Ve have only Ukrainians.

1* In oonversations witii Poles I posed as an "American Pole 
from Polonia" and most of those I encountered believed me. Theor vere 
vezy friendly tOMard me* I was something new to them because so far 
as I knew^ there were no Poles in the American delegation. However, 
there were some of them in the operative groups in the city of Vienna 
itself; i.e.. Independent Service, etc. 

The Polish delegation was one of the satellite groups ^licb 
Joined with other non-Kxmminist delegations at the MESSECSIANDE, and 
their* s was the only arts grovp represented in the dty, probably 
in the Polish consulate. In this manner the Poles had opportunity to 
meiet with all non-communist participants, to talk with them and teavel 
freely In the dty. They bad their own "observers" into which cati^oxy 
you could place the greater percentage of their older delegates tdio 
were a bit too old to be delegates. They lived separately in one of 
the better living quarters. 

In general, they were quite cautions, although they were very 
hflgqpy to converse with me <mce they heard you speak in Polish. 

II. The youth and the older delegates were divided into two 
groups, those iho praised evexything about present dey Poland and those 
iriio were somewhat critical of past and present circumstances in Poland. 

Th^ all stated that conditions improved undejr Qomulka and talked 
about the destiractloh of Warsaw and otiier cities In Poland daring 
World War H liildx th^ blamed for some of the present weaknesses in 
the ecdnomioal-sooi|d.ogioal aspects. Similarly they were all optimistic 
about the future. 

In general they ^oke favorably of the Ikiited States, with the 
eicdeptioh of three "superlore" who poured all Ihelr abuses on Amerioa 
during our conversations, calling her imperialistic, deceiving and 
used many other epithets characteristic of Coanunlsts. They praised 
life in Poland so hic^ily that it was obvious things weren't so roey. 

For Instance, one of them was boasting that in Poland they now have 
free vacations for the workers' children and his wife intemqrted ssylng, 
"lanek, that is hot true because the last time we paid 80 sloty." 
lanek paid no attdatioh to her and continued his extreme boasting In 
vhldi his wife ooivected him on two more occasions. With the exception of 
this one man, ever y one with whom I talked was favorably Inclined toward 
West Oeraaiy and Adenaur. 
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Attitude Toward Ukrainians) 


The youth was generally favorably inclined, altheu^^ I had no 
opportanl'ty to get into any real deep discussions on this subject 
because 1 posed as an Auerican Pole* 

jDi a conversation with a adddle aged oonstxnictlon teacdier, an 
old bograoout, \Ao boasted that he travelled a lot "during the <dd 
rec^jae" about idiidi he was Sentlsental. Z lesuned ^e foUowingt 
Western Ckrainiah lands belong to the Ukraine and this fact nust be 
aoeepted* The young people who do not roaeaber the pre-war period 
and who feel no ties to these lands accept the present status (juo 
as "iutural,” but the older pecqple, and chiefly those idio lived 
there^ have a senldJaental attadmert to ^ese, their fonur areas 
and look at this ndre eaotidhally and it is "necessary to understand 
then*" In addition, the "Polish cnlgre press" Incites these people*
